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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, Applicant argues that Chang's current 
confinement structure is located only on the remote side DBR 332 and not in the active region 104, Fig. 5. This is correct, however, 
Applicant does not claim "a current confinement structure in the active region." Applicant only claims " a current confinement structure 
located to direct charge into the active region." Chang anticipates such claim language. Applicant further argues that Chang does not 
disclose a strain compensating layer adjacent an oxide forming layer. Examiner disagrees. An oxide forming layer is any layer with the 
capability to form an oxide in an oxidizing atmosphere. Layer 120, adjacent to strain compensating layer 118, Fig. 3A, is formed of 
AIGaAs (Col. 6, lines: 15-20), which is oxidized along with all other AIGaAs layers in the structure (Col. 1 1 , line 55 - Col. 12, line 20) . 
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
